The Pacific Improvement Company is a new 
incorporati on, with a similar line of business 
to that of the Western Development Com­ 
pany. The only reason wituess could give 
for the disincorporation of the Contract and 
Finance Company was that it had completed 
its work, and arcribed the same reason for 
the dissolution of the Western Development 
Company. T ie incorporators of this com­ 
pany were, as near as witness conld remem- 
be', John Miller, D. C. Wright, H. K. 
White, F. C, E sa and himself. 
In reality 
these incorporators were the representatives 
of the capitalists cl the C. P. II. R.—Messrs. 
Stanford, Crocker, Hopkins and Huntington, 
These gentlemen famished the capital used 
ty the Development Company. 
They re­ 
ceived pay in stock and bonds. 
Tho object 
of the company was to build the Southern 
Pacific Railroad. 
The stock paid in return 
was about 830,000 per mile. 
Mr. Foote asked what was the actual cost 
( f the road to the Western Development 
Company—whether it was really more or less 
than 830,000 per mils. 
Judge Sanderson here raised a point of ob­ 
jection. 
He considered this question out of 
order and irrelevant to the questions cf the 
investigation.

Being 
examine i by Commissioner Foote, he testi­ 
fied cs follows : “ I was one cf the incorpo­ 
rators of the Contract and Finance Company, 
whose object was to build a portion of the 
Central Pacific Railroad.

PHARM ACEUTIC 
FRAUDS. 


W e have before called attention to 
pharmaceutic frauds. They are of a greater 
extent than the masses suppcse. 
Recent 
reading of various reports from different 
countries show that the adulteration of 
drugs is rapidly increasing. 
It is never 
pleasant to take quinine, but if one must, 
he does not, for instance, like to learn from 
the M edical N ew s that out of seven sam­ 
ples had at Philadelphia, of as many drug­ 
gists, nineteen per cent, were found to he 
badly adulterated—that is, the weight fell 
short, and the loss was made up by nine­ 
teen per cent, of adulteration. 
In Phila­ 
delphia, it is charged, the apothecaries 
frequently use cheap substitutes for genu­ 
ine medicines in costly prescriptions. 
No 
wonder that the doctor finds his remedies 
w ill not produce the desired result, and 
that patients die. 
The physicians at the 
E ist threaten to return to tho saddle-bags 
days, and supply their own medicines, 
Speed the day, for then men will be assured 
that our blue mass and our black draught 
w ill be the 
“ straight ” and 
genuine. 
American manufacturers of drugs must 
leyu , to be honest, else by the memory of 
the ancient days of the old-time family 
doctors, peop'e will all cease being sick, 
and the druggists’ business profit will take 
unto itself the wings of the morning. 


NAPOLEON’S

their demagogy.

nial of any connecti n between the organization and 
the Dublin assassins.

The Lesgue acts

THE ATTACK UPON THE SCHOOL SYSTEM. 


The thoughtful observer of the times 
m ust be impressed with the fact taut the 
discussion of the educational system of the 
country is assuming renewed importance. 
A recent open and pronounced attack upon 
our common school scheme in a Sun I ran- 
cieco journal, in which a church authority 
cites in support of his opposition to the 
system of common school education, co­ 
religionists of differing faiths, and whom 
he is bound to recognize as outside the pale 
of what he deems the true scheme of sal­ 
vation, brings the question, at least locally, 
to the surface. 
Discovering the fact that 
as a people we have grown beyond the sys­ 
tem in a few respects, he quoteB his oppo­ 
nents in religion in their attacks upon the 
scheme for failure to teach religious doc­ 
trines, as authority for the allegation that 
the system is itself had. 
The truth is that 
these distinguished clergymen of this State 
whose assaults upon educational methods 
ignore religion as one of the necessities that 
in intellectual culture, fall into the same 
error that he does, and, we suggest, pur­ 
posely and selfishly, to w it : the pointing 
ont of 
supposed errors as a sufficient 
reason for the abandonment of the system , 
rather than the advancement of reasons for 
a readjustment, if need be, of the scheme 
of popular education to the growth and 
development of 
the age. 
To discover 
error, to pick out flaws in construction, 
has ever been the precursor for the mere 
sectarian to cry “ down with the fabric.” 
But the promoters of such criticism have 
been few, and the great body of sectarians 
themselves have refused to recognize it as 
the voice of wisdom. 
The common school 
scheme of the country fnay have its de­ 
fects, but the ignoring of theology and 
sectarianism is not one ; but if it were, it 
affords no sufficient reason for superseding 
the system w ith one looking to a division 
of school funds, the selection of teachers 
by church authorities, and the introduction 
of sectarianism in all its varying forms 
into a State plan of education. 
It is cer­ 
tainly a late hour in our national life in 
which to set up the plea that the Stato ex­ 
ceeds its functions in providing methods for 
culture of the intellect of youth—a late day 
in which to dispute the ligh t of the State 
to interfere in any way with the parental 
authority. 
Surely the hietory of our nation 
has not proven that the common school 
non-religious system is less to he desired 
than the ignorance resulting where educa­ 
tion Í3 committed solely to parental and 
church authority. 
If the indifference of 
parents is not established by the history of 
the country in this matter, nothing has 
been demonstrated. 
If the perpetuity of 
a State is a matter of concernment, it ¡3 
one for the State in its governmental rela­ 
tion, and the right to preserve it by a sys­ 
tem of 
unbiased and 
undi3crimiaating 
culture of the youth of tho land rises su­ 
perior to the desires or predilections of any 
parent or body of parents in church or 
other organizations. To surrender the right 
of the Stats in this rcspoot is to surrender 
the right to provide for the State intelli­ 
gent citizenship, a right that is based on 
the truth that in popular education pulses 
the most vital principle of State vitality,

dicious expenditure of $20,000 this city 
might each year put money in its pocket 
and add to the healthful entertainment of 
the people by eomc demonstration that will 
attract strangers to spend half a week with 
us in hearty recreation.

by securing the assembly of the Knights 
Templar there next August, will realize 
not less than $1,000,000 cash to herself

Dorman B. Eaton is the

try, and his appointment on the Commis­ 
sion was wise in the highest degree. 
He 
is an eager reformer, and a man of broad 
ability. 
If he proves too radical at the 
outset, of which there may he some danger, 
as there is to all pioneers of reform, he will 
he held in check by J. M. Gregory, cf lili- 
nois, and L. D. Thoman, of Pennsylvania. 
Mr. Gregory is a man of fine abilities, of 
cool judgment, clean character, and has not 
been mired in the mud of mere party po­ 
litical scheming. 
Mr. Thoman is a young 
man who h3s served'w ith distinction on 
the bench, has not been an active poli­ 
tician, and is held in high esteem in his 
native State. 
A ll these men are removed 
from the influences of the managing poli­ 
ticians, and are not likely to now submit 
themselves to them. 
The country ha8 
reason, therefore, to congratulate itself, 
and to look for good work from this Com­ 
mission, which has a political and historical 
significance in the annals of the republic 
of the first importance.

Yesterday, in the Superior Court, Judge 
T. B. McFarland rendered h?8 decision in 
the ca=e of DIgory Hobba vs. The Amador 
and Sacramento Canal Company ei ala , on a 
motion to vacate or modify an injunction 
previously granted against defendants as a 
hydraulic mining company from tailing into 
the tributaries of Ccsumnes river. 
Freeman 
k Bates appeared in behalf of defendants for 
the motion. 
George Cadwalader for plain­ 
tiff in resistance. 
The decision is as follows: 
In this case there has been subm itted a motion to 
dissolve or modify the tem porary injunction hereiu- 
before issued. 
The main defendant is a corporation. 
It was or­ 
ganized, a s alleged in the complaint, 4‘ for the pur­ 
pose of constructing ditches and carrying w ater in 
tb e s im e to mines, and disposing of the same, and 
m ining therew ith.” 
It also appears from the com 
plaint and affidavits on file th at defendant for many 
>eare has had a ditch running fre m the head waters 
of the Cosumnes 
river to a place called Hill 
Top, in 
which 
it 
has 
continuously conveyed 
water to 
said last-named place; 
th at at said 
H id Top defendaut owns mines which it has for 
many years cont nuously worked with said water, 
and that it has also 9old wa*er to o th trs to be used 
in mining at said place. 
It doss not appear th at de­ 
fendant has been, or is, engaged in mining, or sell­ 
ing water for mining, at any other place 
Hill Top 
is at the head of Cook’s gulch, which empties into 
the Cosumnes river at Cook’s Bar. 
The injunction 
restrains defendant from dum ping any tailings into 
Cook’s gulch, or into the Cosumnes river, and from 
selling water to the owner of any mine, the tailings 
from which would flow into said gulch or river. 
The 
injunction was granted without notice. 
Counsel for defendant very forcirly argues that, 
under 
these 
circumstances 
the 
injunction 
m ust be 
totally 
dissolved, because, 
without 
notice, it suspends the “ general and ordinary 
business of a corporation.” Generally a temporary 
injunction may be granted either before or after 
n otice; but Section 531 of the Code of Civil Pro­ 
cedure provides th at : “ An injunction to suspend 
the general and ordinary business of a ccrpt ration 
cannot be granted except by the Court, or a Judee 
thereof ; nor can It be granted w ithout due notice 
of the application therefor to the proper officers, or 
managing agent, of the corporation, except when 
the people cf tho State are a party to the proceed­ 
ings.” Although this provision lias always been a 
part of the statutory law of California, and a simi 
lar provision has existed in New York for many 
years, 1 fit d no j idicial interpretation of it in either 
S tate; and my attention has not been ctiled to any 
ca^e in point elsewhere. 
It may bo reasonably 
mooted w hether this provision refers to the stopping 
of the machinery of a corpora’ion—to the suspen­ 
sion of its corporate functions, the tem porary para­ 
lyzing of its corporate life, or w hether it refers 
to those acts—to th a t kind <f business—w rich a 
natural person may do as well 03 a corporation ; 
and if to ths litte r, then w hat constitutes such a 
total suspension as would come within the provis­ 
ion 'i U the question were subm itted to me upon 
an original application for an injunction, I would be 
less embarrassed in de'c rm ining it. 
The conclusion 
to which I have come is th is : While I have dcubt3 
as to the power to grant the injunction in this case 
w ithout notice, I am not so clear about the m atter 
as to feel w arranted in declaring it void from the 
beginning, which w ou’d be the result of sustaining 
defendant on this point. 
And I have alluded to 
the question to this extent, so that the Bar may 
consider it in future cases. 
The motion to dissolve or modify this injunction 
involves in some measure, though not wholly, tho 
general question of the right of hydraulic miners to 
continue their business. Upon that general ques­ 
tion—with the exception of a case recently decided 
by this Court—there are 110 authorities in point 
and no precedents to follow. 
As no other country 
ever presented such a spectacle as the present con­ 
flict between the m ining and a part of the cgricult- 
ural interests of California, so have the Courts of no 
country been called upon to determ ine such a ques­ 
tion as th at conflict rabes. 
But while neither the 
Supreme C curt of this atate, nor any of the Fed­ 
eral Court?, have had occasion yet to pa33 upon 
the qm ation, it has been * eterm ined, to some extent 
at least, by a recent decision of this Court, Judge 
Temple presiding. 1 refer to what is generally known 
as the Gold Run case. 
That case was elaborately- 
prepared and presented. 
A great many witnesses— 
scientific and otherw ise—from all parts of the coun­ 
try were examined. 
Each side was represented by 
able counsel. The Judge before whom it was tried 
was em inent in his profession and of w’ide experi­ 
ence on both the nisi p r iv s and Supreme bench. 
I 
think, therefore, th at in the present unsettled state 
of the laws I may safely follow’ hi3 conclusion?, so 
far us they apply to this case. 
From a careful read­ 
ing of his findings and opinion, I take his conclu­ 
sion to bo this : lh a t hydraulic miners have not the 
right to continue to indiscriminately flow all the 
tailings from their mines into the stream s, to the 
injury of riparian owners below ; but th at they may 
continue to mine provided th at by any means they can 
and do retain all the heavy m ateiioi, and allow noth­ 
ing to escape except the 1 gh t m atter which is held 
in suspension in tho wrater. The learned Judge ta j » : 
“ I have concluded to so find t ‘ at when tlie heavier 
debris is completely impounded reining may be re­ 
sumed, virtually refusing to hold th at the plaintiff 
may enjoin tueh operations as only corrupt the 
w ater with m ud and render it leas suitable for do­ 
mestic and other uses. 
Perhapj I am somewhat 
moved to this by the consideration th at otherwise 
m ining can never be prosecuted at all. it will prob-v 
ably be impracticable to impound th e lighter por­ 
tion of the sedim ent. 
I confess I shrink from a 
consequence so f Ar-reaching.” 
In soma respects the case at bar m aterially differs 
from the Gold Run case. In the latter case the State 
was plaintiff and represented, or assumed to repre­ 
sent, all the people, and all the interests injured by 
m ining. 
It involved questions not only of damage 
to agricultural lands, but of damage to navigable 
rivers and the bay of San Francisco. The case’at 
bar is between individuals, and involves only dam ­ 
age to tie private lai d of plaintiff. 
Agaio, the facts of this case differ materially 
from those of the Gold Run ease. 
The motion was 
subm itted Upon affidavits. These were conflicting, 
contradictory and unsatisfactory. 
Both parties re­ 
quested me to visit the premises aud make a per­ 
sonal inspection of the mines, the gulch, tho dams 
and all the surroundings. This I did a few days 
since, and ray conclusions of fact are founded on 
both the affidavits and my personal ex itninaiion. 
The hydraulic m iners of the upper Sierras, used 
to piping against banks several hundred feet high, 
with a corresponding hydraulic pressure, would 
hardly call these digging at the Hill Top hydraulic 
mines at all. 
They a:e situated on the i west part 
• ff the foothil’s, an daré composed of small hills or 
hillocks surrounding the upper part of Cook’s 
gulch. 
The 
gravel 
deposit ranges in hight 
from a dozen to thirty or thirty fivo feet. 
The 
average hight is certainly much less than thirty 
feet. The vertical hydraulic pressure is from twenty- 
five to thirty' feet. The water, therefore, conies from 
the r.ozz’es with very little force to bore into or 
knock down the banks. 
The process is more like 
washing, or sluicing, than piping. 
It is aided by 
occasional blasting with pow der; bu t still the 
am ount of material washed off is necessarily small. 
The bank is of a reddish color, and is composed of 
cobbles, sm aller gravel stones, clay, and some sand. 
The tailings from the mines, except the very heavi- 
eat, ruu through a cut and flume and dum p into 
Cook’s gulch. 
About 2,000 f¿et below the dump 
there is a brush dam entirely across the gulch. 
It 
is about 500 feet lung, and, when I saw it a few days 
since, about nine feet high. 
It seems to bo very 
firm and strong. 
It has been raised gradually 
as the tailings have accumulated abave it. 
When I 
saw it there was a solid mass of tailings above 
it to w ithin a foot o r two of the top. 
Some dis­ 
tance above this dam the water spreads out in sev­ 
eral channels, which continually charge and seem 
to deposit nearly all the heavy materi d. This dam 
is no: intended to b j water tight, but to catch the 
tailings and allow the water to find its way t hrough 
the upper part of the brush. 
From a p rin t three or 
four hundred feet above the dam, up to the dump, 
the gulch is somewhat 6teep, but below the dam 
the grade is very light and the surface quite flat. 
At a point. 2,270 feet be ow, defendant has con­ 
structed another dam, which is made of timbers and 
earth and is water tight. 
T.iis dam backs the water 
so as to m ake a pond about 360 feet wide and se\ eral 
hundred feet long 
It could easily be mads wider 
and higher. Attached to this dam by a flcod gate is a 
bpard flume, which carrier the waters to a point about 
300 L o t frjffi the river, where they are again dumped 
i.ito the gulch. 
N'< thing seems to pass into the 
river except such light material as is carried in sus- 
p.nsion. 
Heavy m atter, in order to get in 'o th e 
river, would have first to paas over at least 1,5 0 
feet of surface before it reached the tailings held 
back by the brush dam. 
It would then have to be 
carried over the level surface of such tailings and 
through the dam, which is not likely to happen. 
It 
would then ha e to pass over a nearly leve! sur- 
fice for about I 890h e :, and then through a pond 
of w ater four or five hundred feet and up o w r the 
flood gate of the lower dam. 
Such an occunence is 
searceiy possible, certainly not probable. 
A 1 thi?, 
h w tver, is upon t he basis th U defendant, either by 
enlarging the present dam* a9 necessity may re 
quire, or by building additional ones, th a 'l keep the 
gulch up to its presen* capacity of holding tailings, 
which it will be its duty to do. 
Between the present 
dams there is room for erecting several others. The 
average width of the gulch between these dams is at 
least . 09 fe e t; and 1 see no difficulty, with proper 
care and diligence, in retaining the heavy material 
for a lonr tim e to c ur.e— perhaps until the m ints 
shall have been exhausted. 
But it is Claimed by plaintiff th at the dams are 
liable to break, and suddenly precipitate upcn the 
lands briow the accumulated m iss • f tailings. 
< f 
course, any dun may break ; although it is ev.de t 
that a dam filled nearly to the top with solid earth 
hae to bear 110 such pressure as a dam of similar 
h u h t filled with water. 
W hatever m ight l e this 
danger in Urge rivers swept in flood rimes by to r­ 
rents gathered from drainage areas of hundreds «f 
th u-andi <f acre , 1 think th at the apprehend d 
dinger in this case has no reasonable foundatio . 
The drainage a ea of (Xok’s gulch is of the most 
limited character. 
Its entire 
length from the 
Cosumnes 
river 
to 
the 
unpermofet 
point 
from which rain w ater could naturally flow into it is 
on*y o te mile and n half. 
From the present brush 
dam to the upper end of the gulch ia only thrte- 
qu.iriers of a mile. 
The average width of the level 
part is from 4C0 to 500 feet, and the distance from 
either tide to the top of the hill is very short. 
I do 
not think th at the average distance from the top of 
the hill on one tide to the top of the hill on the 
other bide is gre»ter than three-quarters of a mile. 
It is evident, therefore, th at no considerable amount 
of natural w ater—certainly no dangerous torrent— 
is ever likely to fl-jwdown 9aid gulch. 
If the dams 
should break, the only danger would be from the 
water flowing fr»m • efendants d ic h —the am unt 
being more than 1,000 inches. 
But in case pf dan­ 
ger the defendant could immediately turn the entire 
w ater of tha ditch off and away from Cook’s gulch, 
and it would be both its duty and interest to do so! 
Con ideriiig the e drcum -tances, and the further 
fact th at pU int’ff's land is moro than sixteen miles 
below the m outh of the gulch, I Fee no j ist cause 
for plaintiff’s fear of injury from the breaking ot the 
dim s. 
If t e C urts of last resort shal1 declare the law 
to be lh at the m iner has no right to pollute the 
stream s at all, then, of course, defendant will have 
to be perpetually enjoined from working its mines. 
But, assuming the present state of the law upon 
the subject to be as I have stated it, a .d a=a it was 
declared in the Go d Run case, then I think that 
the inju .ctiou Fkouli b*? so modified as t • a low de­ 
fendant to wo k its m ires in accordance witii the 
views and upon the condirions herein net forth. 
Of 
o u rs e this decisiou is based upon the particular 
facts *-f th ii ca?c, and is not to be considered a 
precedent for cases where the facts are materially 
different. 
An order will be prepared and entered modifying 
th injunctim in accordance with these views; * nd 
deftodant m u d exercise the grec est diligence in 
keeping it* dam* ui> to th- ir pne-ent efficiency, or 
th* modified injunction wJf hs considere 1 as" vio­ 
lated.

T H E K A T IK E OF CATARRH. 


Among the list of chronic diseases which affect 


the hum an frame, C atarrh is the most prevalent, 


most offensive, m ost productive of discomfort, and 


moat liable to a variety of dangerous and distress­ 


ing complications.

A no th er R a t(e) oi H ope G one.—In the 
Superior Court, yesterday morning, Judge 
A rm strorg read a lengthy opinion in the case 
of 
Bayard V. Raye, on habeas corpus. 
Counsel for the petitioner claimed th at the 
Clerk of the Police C onrt has no authority 
to certify to a copy of the judgm ent entered 
in the records of the Court, and cited the sec­ 
tion of law which provides for the appoint­ 
m ent of a Clerk of the Police Court, “ whose 
duty it shall be to keep a faithful record of 
the proceedings of the Police C ourt.” Sec­ 
tion 1456 of the Penal Code says : “ W hen a 
judgm ent of imprisonm ent is entered a cer­ 
tified copy thereof m ust be delivered to the 
Sheriff.” 
The Court held th at the Penal 
Code nowhere provided who should make the 
certiti d ccpy, and in his opinion it might be 
made by the Clerk. 
The C ourt held further 
th at it would be his duly, if the Clerk was 
net so authorized, to hola the prisoner for a 
sufficient time 
to allow a copy of the 
judgm ent 
to 
be 
made 
and 
signed 
by the 
Judge 
of 
the 
Police 
Court. 
Counsel also claimed that it did not appear 
from the records of the Police Court th at the 
crime for which the prisoner was held was 
one known to the law, it simply showing that 
it was for “ attem pted extortion.” 
T te 
Conrt held th at there was such an offense, 
and it is a misdemeanor. (Penal Code, Section 
524.) 
These were the two principal grounds 
for asking for the discharge of the prisoner, 
bu t other p lints were raised daring the argu­ 
m ent. 
Tne opinion was very lengthy, and 
cited m any authorities. 
The Court said : 
“ I think the judgm ent as w ritten up in a 
formal manner and entered in the record 
bock on the 26th day of February, 1883, is 
valid, and the certified copy thereof delivered 
to the Sheriff on t'aa 27sh day of February, 
1883, is a sufficient w arrant to the Sheriff to 
hold the prisoner until the expiration of t.he 
sentence.” 
An order was then made rem and­ 
ing the prisoner to the custody of the Sheriff.

C. H ink- 
son appeared as counsel for Cafferty.

A ttorney Anderson was present as counsel 
for the Board. 
Officer Ore n p-e¡en‘.ed his sile of the ca*e 
first. 
He testified in substance as follows!: 
I was at the Capitol H o te l; heard a row 
about 2 o'clock February 24, 1883. 
W ont 
down there to Con Mooney’s, where I beard 
, a woman scream. 
I had jnst finished my 
luDch. 
I ran down and found four person?, 
among them was the woman. 
One man had 
his hand on her mouth. 
I told him to let her 
go. 
She told me she had been assaulted. 
I 
asked her to look around and see if he was 
there. 
She did not see him. 
I then told her 
to go home, as everything was quiet. 
In a few 
minutes Cafferty came up and said, “ W hat is 
the m atter?" 
The woman talked to him. 
I 
tried to explain to him th at I had settled the 
trouble. 
Cafferty said. “ I ’il arrest you.” I 
said, “ W h a t!” H e said I was a pimp, and I 
said, “ Y eu a;e a liar if you say so.” 
He 
caught me by the throat and choked me. 
I 
knocked his cane out of his hand and struck 
at him. 
H e had me by the windpipe, and 
I fell upon the eidewalk. 
I Bsid, “ You 
would murder me?” 
He said, “ You — of 
a —, I would m urder you.” 
W hen Caf­ 
ferty came there the trouble was all quiet. 
I had no feeling of ill will against Cafferly ; 
there was no woman there when Cafferty came 
u p ; the other woman came up afterwards : 
M ary started to explain to Cafferty, and I 
also tried to explain, when he shut me off by 
abuse; I told him th at if there was any arrest 
t) make I w c u ld m ik e it: Cafferty threatened 
t , arrest the crow d; Cafferty said : “ If you 
don’t disperse I ’ll arrest you a i l the place 
where the trouble occurred is Dot on my b e a t; 
I did not strike him until he choked me ; he 
kcked me s-.veral times when down ; I tfiiak 
Cafferty had same ill will towards me—am 
convinced of it since this investigation. 
Con. Mooney testified th at Green was not 
in his place th at evening, but he saw him in 
front of his place when the row occurred. 
H. M. Collins testified th at ho was the one 
who put his hand on the woman’s month, and 
corroborated the main testimony of Green. 
Daniel M cHenry, Edw ard King, Julius 
Poscius, N at Christopher, J . S. Phillips and 
Thomas McGann were examined, and corrob­ 
orated the testimony of Green in meat par­ 
ticulars.
